i the difference between school 
room and experience. The one teacbei 
ui to conjugate the verba to be, to do and 
to auffer, the other reveals their meaning 
in existence, activity, pain. This thought 
should characterize a man s life, and 
when meeting adversity, confronting fear 
or striving against obstacles he should re 
member that he is to be, to do and to suf 
fer Tti this enables him to form char 
acter, which is the real man 

Character is not reputation Man may 
deceit* the world as to what he really is 
and acquire a plausible reputation; but 
ao impression is cut in him and stamped 
upon him that makes him what he is, dis- 
tinguishes him from every one else in all 
the world. That i* the filial test in this 
world and the standard of judgment in 
the world which n to come 

When in hit own true light man shall 
stand before the judgment bar of Ood. 
diveated of all hypocrisies and shams, he 
shall not be Judged by his family connec 
tion. not by hit wealth, not by hit intel- 
lectual attainmenti not by bis social posi 
Hon, not by bit snow of charity, not by 
bit imputation, hut by the greatest of all. 
by the ti uest of all— his character. 

Wlien the rich man. at whose gate the 
poor beggar Lazarus was daily laid, re- 
ceived hit aummons to render ee account 
to the Master above, and stood before His 
awful majesty and received the blasting 
sentence of condemnation to an eternity 
10 torment, he was not judged by wbat 
he had; neither was he judged by what 
he had done but he was judged by wbat 
he waa. Money and influence could ac 
complitb tecret purpotet here below, 
could stop the mouths of witnesses and 
dictate the decreet of Judges, but over 
there all waa made open' and plain, for 
the .l idge wai the unchangeable God and 
the evidence the testimony of bit own 
character

The first it tbe point at which ancestry 
touches his life, before birth, or in here 
dity. A man i* not responsible for the 
body with which he it born into tbe 
world We are born not only 

iore or let* like our ancestors, 
but with mental differences and tenden 
disposition, and our characters 
art a result of their lives By 
careful observation we may note how in 
hereditary lines art, philosophy, and 
have traced themselves in fami- 
im one generation to another. 
You may even see little peouliaritiea of 
disposition in yourself which your father 
or mother poaaetaed, and which were 
transmitted to you at birth Just as we 
inherit their features, diseases and organ- 
ism to tbe remotest tiaaue. so do we in 
bent their image of soul 
Another way in which life ia influ 
ihed is by environment Following 
>e isotherm of 54 degrees around the 
globe we find under its foetenng car 

Why have New York, London. I 
Peking, Tokio, dan Franciaro and 
ago sprung up in this single line of 
perature? I* it not because nature here 
offer* the highest opportunity for devel 
opment of the human race I While I do 
not believe with him who says "We are 
not what we would but what we must 
be. thy our environment make* us what 
we are, and we have no part in tbe dec! 
alon, ' yet I cannot fully concur with him 
who exclaims "make your circumstance*." 
Circumatances are mad*, and we are to 
make the best of them It lie* without 
the range of our powera to create a world, 
yet it i* within our icope to make tbe 
mott out of that which is created. 
Franklin could not make tbe lightning, 
bat be coald use it* glittering arrow* to 
do hie bidding Yet we are greatly in 
flueneed by our surrounding*, and there 
it that which irrealatibly attract* 
inevitably repel* ua As the little flower 



the most powerful orb of their surrot 
ings As that same Bower absorbs u 

itself one or more of tbe prismatic colors 
of tbe beaming ray, so our characters as- 
sume tbe predominant feature* of that 
which feed* u* in life. 

The natives of tbe different clime* an 
a striking example of this truth. In thi 
Southern, warmer, terener cllmea, where 
the flower* bloom perennially, the fruit* 
fall into tbe lap without labor, and the 
fields teem to (1.1 themselves with grain, 
where beauty diffuses itself into every 
nook and crypt, where limpid watert li 
tbe feet of rolling bills, covered with 
tangled wildwood, where all things 
suggestive of ease and pleasure, we find 
the people are devoted to a life of luxu 
ijoyment. 

But stride to the North amid craggy 
mountain*, thundering cataracts, wooded 
foretts of the mighty cedars, river* of 
grand majestic sweep, fields which need 
much care and labor, storms which beat 
and shriek about strong eaken doors; all 
things suggestive of strength and activ 
ity, we flod tbe people hardy, thrifty 
and energetic— characters that stand 
out like bold promontories, defying 
ocean s fury. Then, being materially 
changed by environment the necessity 
antes for having tbe belt environment, 
that which is conducive to the formatit 
of noblest character. Seek ths best 
life, it is yours The best in tbe whole 
wide world is not too good for him who 
deserves it, but he must be deserving. 

To be deserving one mutt exert 
will power to its utmost capacity, and 
tbis auggeats the third avenue through 
which character is reached and influ- 
enced for weal or for woe. Within the 
mind of every man, woman and child 
there is a human will, and so powerful 
it that it can thwart the will of an oi 
nipoteot Ood (1 say it in reverence,) at 
turn streams of unalloyed happiness in 
rivers of human blood. Not all men a 
gifted with an equal determination; some 
are wanting in decision, wavering, hesi 
tating, governed by no fixed purpose, 
adopting today what they abandon to- 
controlled by circumstances, 
opposition turns them from their course, 
difficulties discourage them. 
Othen are decisive, quick, steadfast, 
ursuiog a fixed purpose, having the 
truth of courageous conviction and oold- 
ing it against all apposition, resolute in 
the face of discouragements, and over- 
coming difflcultie* with unconquerable 
perserveraDce Tbey take tbelr stand 
nothing daunted by opposing number*.' 
and with Walter Scott's Fitz James, when 
soddenly .confronted and surrounded by 
the hosts of Roderic Dhu, exclaim — - 
"Come one. come all. this rock shall tiy 
Kronj its tirin base as sonn at I." 
How striking the difference between 
•ry, impetuous Napoleon with indomita- 
ble will and his brother Joseph. King of 
Spain, lacking in that energy and t 
cision of character which lit men I 
command in camp and court. T 
names of Cromwell, Oustavus Adolohi 
Hannibal, Frederick the Great. Wellit 
ton and our own Washington and Dew 
are but incarnations of the pereeveri 
power of the human will 

It will take much of will power to 
something in the world To him w 
feels he is not so well endowed wi 
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believes his opportunities insufficient 
bring him to bis coveted goal, to h 
who is unwilling to take up the trlv 
affairs of life adapted to ordinary undo 
ments, to him who wishes for a stronger 
character USE YOUR WILL! Be 
something in life, not content with 
simply being, but be something. Be 
something worthy of your ambition, be e 
credit and an inspiration to those whi 
love you and pray for your success. 

Man'a province ia not only to be, but 
to do. "Do with your might what yout 
hands find to do" is a doctrine para 
mount. It will take an indomitable will 
to do. Competition ia rife, ability in 
abundant, talent ia plentiful; and tn 
overcome that which atanda in tbe way, 
and do something that the world needs tn 
be done will demand unconquerable 

"Count that day lost whose low descending 

Views*' rom thy band no worthy action done. 1 
Make each day count for something. 
Perform with a will those duties that lie 
nearest, and others will rite to beckon 
you on, and thus lure you to success and 
fortune 

If it requires a will to be, a will to do, 
much more does it require a will to 
suffer. These three elements in charac 
ler are beat combined in woman. It 
seems to have been her lot in thia world 
to suffer, and nb. with what fortitude has 
she borne it' Oh, woman! mother of a 
fallen race, thou who has since time 
began devoted thy life to living for
